Friday afternoon’s storm creates

On Friday, August 2nd at 3:35 p.m., the Agawam 
Fire Department was notified that a large tree had fall¬ 
en at Feeding Hills Center. 

The first unit on scene reported there were two cars 
under the large tree. The occupant of one of the vehi¬ 
cles, Ellen Lightcap, production manager of The 
Agawam Advertiser News, was pulled through the 
passenger side window before the Fire Department 
arrived. The occupant of the second vehicle was still 


trapped inside the vehicle with the roof crushed on to 
the dashboard. The Jaws of Life was used to extricate 
the occupant within a short time.

Two very lucky drivers received only minor injuries 
and were transported to the hospital. The Agawam

New location announced for 
Agawam 9/11 memorial 


The Agawam Beautification Committee has 
announced a new and improved location for the 9/11 
memorial. After further study, the location first select¬ 
ed at the intersection of Springfield and Poplar 
Streets, was found to be limited in size, presented 
some traffic safety concerns, and might be impacted 
by future expansion plans of Springfield Street. 

The new location is in front of the new Fire 
Headquarters Building on Main Street. Agawam Town 
Councilor George Bitzas said that the new location is 
actually superior to the former one. A number of alter¬ 
native sites, such as the Library, were considered. 

A number of townspeople expressed the opinion 
that the Fire Headquarters was the most appropriate 
to honor the memory of the heroic efforts of the many 


Town Appealing 
Tuckahoe Turf 
setback to state’s 
Supreme Court 

The battle over the 292-acre Tuckahoe Turf Farm 
property in Feeding Hills has taken one dramatic turn 
in the past week and now Agawam town officials have 
decided to file for further review to the state’s 
Supreme Judicial Court. 

The three-year legal battle saw the town lose 
another round on July 26th, this time at the state 
Appeals Court. The court ruled in favor of Tuckahoe 
Development Corporation, led by prominent regional 
developer Ralph DePalma, formerly of Feeding Hills, 
that the town must pay DePalma's corporation as 
much as $3 million for the Tuckahoe property 
DePalma wished to purchase and develop back in 
1993.

The town paid $1.1 to Tuckahoe Turf Farm (no 
relation to the development corporation) to purchase 
the property nine years ago, thereby nixing a deal 
DePalma’s group had to buy the property. The town 
stepped in by using its first right of refusal to preserve 
the Tuckahoe property for open space and took it by 
eminent domain. 

DePalma’s group then filed suit, saying that if it had 
developed the farmland, the price tag for the deal 
would have been much higher. 

In April 1999, the lawsuit, in Hampden Superior 
Court, went in favor of Tuckahoe Development 
Corporation. The ruling said the town should have 
paid $2.5 million for the farmland and a jury ordered 
the town to pay the development corporation $1.4 mil¬ 
lion (the town had already paid $1.1 million, hence the 
$2.5 million price tag). 

However, that $1.4 million figure has ballooned to 
$3 million because, according to the 1999 decision in 
Hampden Superior Court, the town was ordered to 
pay the development company 10 percent annual 
interest, based on the $1.1 million purchase price all 
the way back to 1993. 

Daily interest on what is owed the development 
corporation has ranged from $350 to $450, depend¬ 
ing on who you talk to. 

The town immediately appealed the decision in 
Hampden Superior Court to the state Appeals Court, 
leading to the denial of the town’s appeal on July 
26th. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen and Town Council mem¬ 
bers met in executive session at Monday’s night’s 
council meeting and jointly released the following 
statement: 

“After discussion and legal advice in executive ses¬ 
sion on August 5th, 2002, the Mayor and City Council 
jointly announce that we support the filing of a petition 
for further appellate review to the Supreme Judicial 
Court in the Tuckahoe Turf Farm litigation. 

“We invite the parties to resume negotiations in the 
spirit of resolving this matter for the benefit of the cit¬ 
izens of the Town of Agawam and will be following up 
this statement with a letter to Tuckahoe Development 
Corporation.” 

Attorney Edward J. McDonough, Jr., representing 
Egan, Flanagan and Cohen, P.C., counsel for 
Tuckahoe Development Corp., said about the town’s 
decision to seek further appeal, “The jury’s award to 
our client was $1.4 million. The town’s pressing of its 
legal arguments, which have now been rejected by 
six judges, has resulted in an additional award of $1.6 
million in interest on top of the jury's award. Interest 
continues to accrue at approximately $20,000 per 
month. The town’s decision to further press its frivo¬ 
lous appeals will not change the result, and will only 
increase the award. The town could have saved at 
least $1.6 million simply by paying the amount award¬ 
ed by the jury to Tuckahoe Development Corp.”

An invitation to community 
teens to enjoy “Teen Band” 

To the Editor: 

On Saturday, July 27th, 31 people showed up at St. 
David’s Episcopal Church in Feeding Hills for our third 
Youth Ministry Meeting and this time we invited the 
teens from St. David’s along for their input. 

We spent two hour prioritizing, coordinating, pray¬ 
ing, and finally found that what the kids wanted most 
was a Teen Band, closely followed by “A Space of 
Their Own,” a Youth Minister, “Movie Night,” “Young 
Artists Fellowship Gathering,” and “Mentoring.” 

With the youth present and with their ideas and 
concerns expressed, we were ready for the next step. 

At previous meetings, various adults had brain¬ 
stormed and submitted ideas as to what we felt St. 
David’s could offer our youth. We then made posters 
out of those ideas and hung them in our Nave. 

The teens who gathered around the Teen Band 
Poster were really excited that this might be a reality. 
As they were gathered around that poster chatting 
amongst themselves, with a few adult ears tuned in, a 
very daring question was posed. “Can we start 
tonight?" Who was I to say no? 

After all, haven’t these kids waited long enough? I 
looked at Laura Fontaine, asked her if she would be 
available, and she was. Pat Agouab also volunteered 
to facilitate. I asked Fr. Peter if it was o.k. to start that 
evening, and he backed me up 100 percent. The Teen 
Band Ministry had begun. 

When I pulled into St. David’s parking lot at 6:30 
that evening, there was a group of folks on the base¬ 
ball field playing softball and upon entering the 
church, I was immediately greeted with the screaming 
guitar of Phil Guildersleeve, one of our very talented 
acolytes, accompanied by Fr. Peter Fritsch, our new 
Pastor, doing his rendition of “Wild Thing.” Yes, St. 
David’s is alive again, Praise God! 

The teens trickled in from that point and they got off 
to a rip-roaring start, God love them. We have a group 
of multi-talented young men and women who love to 
praise the Lord, and loudly at that. The scripture

The adults who gave up their Saturday night on 
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extremely short notice (seven hours) are Pat Agouab, 
Laura Fontaine, and myself. Thank you, Laura and 
Pat. 

We enjoyed music, food, and fellowship until 11:00 
that night and when it was time to clean up, everyone 
pitched in. There wasn’t a single kid who didn’t find 
something to do to help and when we were done, you 
couldn’t tell we had been there at all. 

As we locked up the building to say our goodbyes 
for the night, we hung around the parking lot for a 
while and it reminded me of my teen years when I had 
a good time and didn't want it to end no matter how 
late it was. How awesome it is that we had this great 
a time at church. 

Besides the teens who showed up, I have a list of 
other kids from St. David's who didn’t know that the 
Teen Band had started. I have sent them each an invi¬ 
tation to join us, as well as posting invitations for our 
community teens throughout Agawam. 

My goal is to have 50 kids show up by the end of 
August. That’s 50 kids off the street and in a safe 
environment. We will be meeting every Saturday night

Agawam Parks & Rec. 
Director under fire 

To the Editor: 

I read the following at the Town Council meeting on 
Monday, August 5th. 

I am here this evening as the Manager of the 
Agawam Post 185 American Legion Baseball Team. 
Before I begin, let me offer a brief description of what 
the American Legion Baseball program is all about. 

American Legion Baseball became a National pro¬ 
gram in 1925, founded on a simple principle - “A pro¬ 
gram of sen/ice to the youth of America." From its 
humble beginning, American Legion Baseball today 
provides 100,000 players ages 15 to 18 with an 
opportunity to play baseball, receive scholarships, 
and participate in yearly state, regional, and national 
tournaments. 

All of this in addition to the lasting friendships 
made, families spending time together, and the sense 
of community one feels when “our” team takes the 
field. The time, energy, and work that is volunteered 
by many individuals to provide our youth with such a 
fantastic opportunity is countless. 

With the many negative influences our young 
adults are being challenged with in today’s world, I 
hope you can all see the value of such a program as 
being a positive influence on the lives of these young 
Agawam men. 

This brings me to why I am here this evening. In 
short, I was appalled by the treatment this valuable 
program received from the Director of Parks & 


Recreation, Chris Sparks. 

When dealing with any Town Department, one 
would expect - and I have experienced myself - that 
they are courteous, honest, and provide a genuine 
effort to accommodate individuals seeking their help. 

Please let me try and explain what happened. On 
more than one occasion, the Parks Department had 
us change our scheduled games to a different night 
because other teams’ schedules conflicted with the 
use of the High School field, which has been our 
home field for over 30 years. We did so through the 
entire season. 

Our team made the playoffs and we wanted to play 
on our home field, but we couldn't. Mr. Sparks had 
scheduled two out-of-town teams there. I asked him 
to switch them to another field because there were 
other fields available. He adamantly refused. We did 
not want to play at Shea’s because softball conflicts 
with our older age group. 

I then suggested an alternate date, but this is when 
the whole incident took a bizarre turn. To summarize 
what happened next, Mr. Sparks exhibited a total lack 
of respect for the Legion program. He hurled verbal 
insults at myself and our coaching staff. He threat¬ 
ened myself, our coaching staff, and the Legion with 
some sort of retribution in the fall, which I am still 
unsure of what he meant by that. I guess we’ll find 
out! 

And lastly, but the biggest surprise of all, he actu¬ 
ally failed to tell the truth about the superintendent of 
schools. This came about when I requested we play 
our playoff game at the High School on an alternate 
date. He stated we couldn’t use the field that Saturday 
(July 20th) because there was some kind of teacher 
event and the superintendent's office requested all 
high school fields couldn’t be used and he was 
ordered to comply. 

I called the superintendent’s office and Mr. William 
Sapelli said he was unaware of any event; he felt we 
should use the field and volunteered to call Mr. 
Sparks on our behalf and state that. I thanked him for 
his concern, and after that is when Mr. Sparks called 
me with the previous threat, non-compliance, and ver¬ 
bal attacks, stating he was unhappy I went over his 
head and that Mr. Sapelli was only the assistan: 
superintendent, implying the order came from Ms. 
Mary Czajkowski. 

I visited the following Monday morning with Ms. 
Czajkowski and she confirmed there was no activity 
at the school on the 20th, nor did she give any direc¬ 
tive not to use the fields as Mr. Sparks stated. I have 
a copy of her schedule and a written letter from her to 
confirm what I am stating. 

Councilors. I don’t understand. First, we can’t play 
on our field because it’s taken by two teams from out 
of town. Then, when our field is available, Mr. Sparks 
drums up some story using the superintendent. 

This is the short version of what transpired 
between the P&R Department. I do not believe that it 
is appropriate in this forum to discuss word for word 
what Mr. Sparks said, but I will on an individual basis 
if asked. 

Ladies and gentlemen of the Council, let me state 
loud and clear that I am not here because of a field

Is your home safe from fire? Most of us like to think 
so, but each year most people who die from fire die at 
home. 

The Agawam Fire Department suggests that you 
take a few moments to check some areas in your 
house for hazards that could cause a fire: 

LIVING OR FAMILY ROOM 

* Eliminate overloaded electrical outlets. 

* Minimize the number and lengths of extension 
cords. 

* Allow space around TV and stereo equipment to 
prevent overheating. 

* Use metal screen in front of fireplace. 

* Have large, deep ashtrays for smokers and make 
sure all smoking materials have been extinguished 
before disposal. 

KITCHEN 

* Keep surfaces clean and free of grease.

* Keep matches and lighters stored where children 
cannot find them. 

* Post emergency numbers on all phones. 

* Don’t let papers or trash accumulate. 

* Unplug appliances when not in use.

VA increases 
burial benefits 
for veterans 


Under a new law, the Department of Veterans 
Affairs will increase reimbursement for funeral 
expenses, and cemetery plots, and provide markers 
for veterans’ graves. 

The law states that if a veteran dies of a service- 
connected disability, the burial and funeral expense 
allowance will increase from $1,500 to $2,000. Also, 
the new law provides an increase in the cemetery plot 
allowance for qualified veterans from $150 to $300. 
These changes are effective for deaths that occurred 
on or after December 1, 2001. 

The Veterans Administration can now honor 
requests for government markers for veterans buried 
in private cemeteries, even if their graves have head¬ 
stones or markers furnished at private expense. Prior 
to the new law, the VA was prevented from providing 
markers in that situation. In the past, people who sub¬ 
mitted VA applications to receive a government mark¬ 
er had to certify that the veteran’s grave was 
unmarked. 

Some families complained of the unfairness 
because they were ineligible, since they had already 
purchased a marker, and could not obtain the gov¬ 
ernment’s free marker to commemorate their loved 
one's service as a veteran. Now, even if the grave is 
already marked, a request for an additional marker 
can be fulfilled. The marker is to be placed only in a 
cemetery, and the VA will only send the marker to a 
designated cemetery for placement. This new provi¬ 
sion for markers applies to veterans whose death 
occurs on or after December 27, 2001. 

The plot allowance of $300 is paid when a veteran 
is buried in a non-government cemetery. The veteran 
must meet one of the following three criteria: they 
must have been eligible to receive VA disability com¬ 
pensation or a VA pension, or were discharged from 
military service due to disability, or died in a VA hos¬ 
pital. 

“The burial benefits specified in the Veterans 
Education and Benefits Expansion Act of 2001 is a 
modest increase, but an increase nonetheless. I see 
this as an indication of the enduring appreciation and 
support our nation and its leadership continue to 
show to our veterans for the service they gave,” com¬ 
mented Commissioner Tom Kelley, Massachusetts 
Department of. Veterans’ Services.

Upon my visit to New England Dermatology with 
my 14-year-old son, I was told that I had to make sure 
that he applied sunscreen every day to protect him 
from sun damage. 

He already has pre-cancerous markings that he 
needs to have inspected every year. Although I was 
cautious enough to apply sunscreen to my children, 
we still found that a problem has appeared. My 
daughter told him that he just has to get his “tan in a 
box." That is when the doctor handed me a brochure 
about the potential health risks involved from indoor 
tanning. Having their permission, I would like to share 
this information with you. 

* Tanning with a sunlamp is not safer than sunlight. 
There is no such thing as a healthy tan. A tan is a sign 
of injury. The skin’s response to an overdose of ultra¬ 
violet radiation.

* Indoor tanning beds give only a small amount of 
burning rays - ultraviolet B (UVA) light, but provide an 
intense dose of ultraviolet A (UVA) that is 2-3 times as 
strong as outdoor light. 

* UVA light penetrates more deeply into the skin 
than UVB, damaging the skin's elasticity. 

* Thirty minutes of an indoor tanning bed is equal 
to a day at the beach for UVA exposure. 

* Some medications that you may be applying to 
you skin or taking internally may make you extra sen¬ 
sitive to ultraviolet light, causing you to develop a 
severe burn. 

* Indoor tanning can cause red, dry, itchy skin and 
later wrinkles and basal and squamous cell carcinoma 
skin cancers. 

* UVA rays have suspected links to immune system 
damage and melanoma skin cancer. 

* If you would like to have a tan, use one of the self¬ 
tanning creams, sprays or lotions. 

The American Academy of Dermatology, 
American Medical Association, Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, and the Food 
and Drug Administration discourage the cosmetic 
use of tanning beds and sunlamps. 

Next week, I will discuss the proper way to apply 
self-tanning preparations.

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August Centennial 
Moments to highlight 
former AHS musicals 

Agawam High musicals are the subject of the 
August Centennial Moments being shown on cable 
channel 15 every Wednesday at 5:00 p.m. 

In viewing the 30-minute program of short excerpts 
from shows over the 1957-1975 era, it becomes obvi¬ 
ous that these are no one-man productions. Overall, 
musical director Darcy Davis had the assistance of 
Chorus Director Mary (Belcher) Callahan and 
Dramatic Director Margo Poulin for many of the 
shows. 

Also, as many as a dozen high school faculty 
members were assigned to the production each year 
to help in areas of scenery, staging, costume, sound 
and lighting, etc. Many of the earlier shows had the 
assistance of different dramatic directors and even 
choreography experts. 

In general, the productions encouraged participa¬ 
tion by large numbers of students from the high 
school in addition to those in the music courses and 
activities. 

The large number of chorus members involved 
could not fit on the stage most of the time and up to 
70 or 80 chairs were set up in the pit area for the over¬ 
flow members to assist the stage chorus. Some of 
these can be seen in the scene from “Bells Are 
Ringing” with a large stage group as well as the heads 
of many more chorus members in the pit. 

For the final large production, “Yankee Doodle 
Dandy,” chorus members from the elementary and 
middle school were added to some of the more popu¬ 
lar George Cohan songs, with different groups of stu¬ 
dents being added on each night of the performances 
as shown in the picture of one of the musical num¬ 
bers. 

The highlight video being shown through the month 
of August was put together from still photos and 
audiotapes and we hope many of the students who 
performed in these productions will be able to join the 
masse chorus being assembled for the Coliseum 
Spectacular celebrating Agawam’s 150th year of 
incorporation in May and June of 2005. 

Further details will be forthcoming when the "Song 
of the Month” program resumes in September and 
starts to present the songs being selected to relate to 
various elements of the town’s history.

Agawam’s summer concerts 
make for a “Grand” time

Michael Grandfield met Kelly Knoebel on a cruise 
in the Caribbean in 1997. Michael was living in 
Agawam at the time, and Kelly was living in 
Westchester County, New York, so they “commuted” 
for two years, became engaged, and got married at 
Storrowton Restaurant on April 24, 1999. 

In the same year, Michael was chosen to receive 
the Paul Harris Award from the Agawam Rotary Club 
due to his community service. 

Michael and Kelly Grandfield have greatly 
enhanced the cultural climate of Agawam, especially 
through their work with the summer concerts. 

He was president of Rotary from June 1996 to June 
1997, and was appointed to the Agawam Cultural 
Council by Mayor Richard A. Cohen. He currently 
serves as its chairman. 

The Agawam Cultural Council is made up of area 
volunteers interested in supporting the arts and 
humanities throughout Agawam and Western Mass. 
As part of the Massachusetts Cultural Council, their 
mission is to promote excellence, access, education, 
and diversity in the arts, humanities, and interpretive 
sciences. 

The Summer Concert Series has been offering 
wonderful family-oriented fun on the Veterans’ Green 
in Agawam Center for many years. 

When the concerts were first presented, there were 
four a year, mainly with local, community-oriented 
bands. Because Michael has been an active member 
of both the Cultural Council and Rotary, he was instru¬ 
mental in the Rotary Club’s awarding money to 
expand the summer series. 

Because of this, it became possible to have eight 
concerts and an outdoor movie per summer; Agawam, 
in fact, was the first town in the area to provide a com¬ 
munity outdoor movie. The first one was “Cool 
Runnings,” a delightful story about a Jamaican bob¬ 
sled team coached by a character played by John 
Candy. This year’s movie was “Shrek,” and a kid’s 
movie is slated later this month. 


Before meeting Kelly, Michael worked at A.V.P. 
Commercial Lending, Albank, FSB since May 1996. 
Kelly was Human Resources manager at Life Codes 
Corporation, a DNA testing laboratory in Stamford, 
Connecticut, the .facility where testing for the O.J. 
Simpson trial was done. 

Michael accepted a new position in April 1998 at 
A.V.P. Commercial Lending, The Simsbury Bank and 
Trust Company, as the bank’s only line lender, 
responsible for all aspects of commercial lending. 

While there, he implemented the bank’s Small 
Business Association loan program with approximate¬ 
ly $1 million in Small Business Association guaran¬ 
teed loans via various government programs, includ¬ 
ing “Low Doc” and “7A.” 

From 2001 until present, he has served as assis¬ 
tant vice president at Hampden Bank. Kelly graduated 
from high school in Lakeland, New York. She went on

to State Univer sity of New York at Plattsburgh, earn¬ 
ing a bachelor of arts in speech and hearing science. 

“I thought about proceeding into audiology,” she 
told us. “I was a teacher’s aide for a while at the New 
York School for the Deaf. My first permanent job after 
college was in Human Resources at M.B.I.A., a finan¬ 
cial services company in New York.” 

A few months after they became married, Kelly 
began working in Human Resources at Tyco Health 
Care Ludlow, in Chicopee. 

The Agawam Cultural Council’s primary mission is 
to give out grants in support of arts locally. “Each year, 
we get about 50 applications. We award $20,000 in 
grants, such as funding for Amici Italiani, the Agawam 
Italian Sister City Commission’s October festival,” 
Michael told us. 

An enormous amount of time and concentration go 
into the selection of the groups that play during the 
summer concert series. According to www.aqawam- 
cc.com . the council’s website, “Each year, we receive 
numerous requests from very talented local and 
national bands hoping to perform in Agawam during 
the summer. As we put together the schedule, we try 
to present a series of very diverse musical styles.” 

SummerFest 2002 most certainly reflects these 
ideals. Fred Eaglesmith and the Flying Squirrels, win¬ 
ners of the Juno Award (Canada’s equivalent of a 
Grammy) recently took the crowd by storm. 

According to w ww.aaawamcc.com . “Over 18,000 
people from Western Massachuseets and northern 
Connecticut attended the series last year.” 

“This year, we hope for even more. It’s a free, out¬ 
door, family-friendly series of music and entertainment 
of the highest quality. We promise you’ll have fun,” 
Michael noted. 

Michael has been reviewing the groups, negotiat¬ 
ing terms, and has done the layout and all the writing 
for the booklet. He has devoted over 100 hours on a 
volunteer basis, because, “We particularly enjoyed 
seeing kids interact and be curious about the music. 
Maybe it will inspire someone some day." 

The Rotary members sell all the ads in the booklet, 
Michael said, explaining, “It’s their primary fundraiser. 


We depend on Rotary to set up and take down the 
stage, and there is a raffle held by the Cultural Council 
and Rotary. Rotary is a huge help." 

In some cases, groups make contact with the 
Agawam Cultural Council because they are registered 
at www.festivals.com . a data base of different music 
festivals all over the world. 

“We look for groups that provide a press kit and 
have a website. If possible, we try to see them in per¬ 
son. If a group is going to be playing at The Bitter End 
in Greenwich Village or at The Iron Horse in 
Northampton, that might be accessible for us,” he 
noted. 

At the concerts, there are giveaways, such as bal¬ 
loons and bubbles, for kids. Michael serves as master 
of ceremonies. The raffle takes place during intermis¬ 
sion, and tee-shirts can be purchased that say 
“Agawam SummerFest.” 

Rotary serves popcorn, soda, and water, with pro¬ 
ceeds going to fund their scholarship and at many of 
the concerts, the Agawam St. Patrick’s Committee 
sells hot dogs and other goodies. There’s not much 
left to be wanting on these summer evenings on the 
Veterans’ Green. 

“Most of all, the goal is to have a good time,” 
Michael said. “We just want everyone to come and 
have fun,” Kelly added. 

The participation has been phenomenal. And why 
not, with groups such as The Diamond Collection, 
Swingtime Sextet, The Gypsy Wranglers, Viva 
Quetzal!, Changes in Latitudes, and a movie called 
“Shrek”? 

Each performance offers unique and distinctive 
sounds, such as the dueling saxophones which iden¬ 
tify Trailer Park; or the country/folk/rock music of Juno 
Award-winner Fred Eaglesmith; or the music of four¬ 
time winner of the Boston Music Awards, Boogaloo 
Swamis; or the swing music of Eight to the Bar, and 
Souled Out, a 10-piece band that gives a Motown 
review in song and dance.

A number of other events will take place during 
Centennial Week, including a parade on Sunday, 
June 19th, of that year. This event will also mark the 
370th anniversary of the settlement of the town in 
1635.

A music “Concert" - Sing-Along, Play-Along, and 
Dance/Show/Pageant - will include as many elements 
ofjhe Agawam community as possible. Through 
music by combined bands, choruses, and visual 
ensembles, it will bring the whole town together in cel¬ 
ebration of some of the notable components of the 
people, places, and events that make up a mini-histo¬ 
ry of our town. 

In addition to bands and chorus members from all 
of the schools, we are hoping to add an alumni band 
and chorus to this program, as well as alumni from 
visual components (such as color guard, cheerlead¬ 
ers, baton, and dance ensembles from past musicals 
and shows). 

Chorus groups will be seated on the far side of the 
Coliseum, using both the box seats and regular seat¬ 
ing in that area. Audience seating will be on the oppo¬ 
site side and around the sides. Bands will be located 
on the back two-thirds of the Coliseum floor. The visu¬ 
al entertainers will be seated along the front interior 
wall, with their area of performance encompassing 
the front portion of the floor area. 

Most of the music for the program will be selected 
for relevance to Agawam’s history and have some¬ 
thing to do with the events, people, places, or things 
that have a connection with this history. The program 
will also include a few numbers that would provide a 
good opportunity for dance ensembles to perform 
(even though they may not be related to the town’s 
history), but we are hoping for some visual presenta¬ 
tions) in other numbers that will be performed by 
massed chorus and bands.

Walk Of Faith 


We walk by faith, not by sight -2 Corinthians 5:7 

Constructed to give people the illusion of walking on air, "The Walk of Faith’ is a 
platform of laminated glass at the top of a 385-foot tower in Blackpool, England. An Associated 
Press photo showed a woman at the edge of the invisible walkway, fists clenched against her 
face, trying to summon the courage to take a step. She had been told the platform was safe, but 
she was still afraid. 

Sometimes we feel that way about our circumstances. Perhaps a serious health problem 
has caused us to question the power and the presence of God. 

It's encouraging to note that Paul's familiar words "We walk by faith, not by sight” (2 
Cor. 5:7) occur in his discussion about being "absent from the body and... present with the 
Lord" (v.8). He used a powerful metaphor, calling our body an earthly house that's being 
destroyed, yet he said we have a heavenly building made by God. He spoke of groaning in our 
earthly frailty and longing for our heavenly home. He concluded that no matter what 
circumstances we face, we should make it our goal to please the Lord (v.9). 

Our walk of faith can be challenging and sometimes scary. But because God is powerful 

and present, we can step out in confidence today. --DCM

And even though our path may fade,

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How to develop faith 


While most of us would agree that having faith is a 
good thing, many of us are not sure how we can get 
it. We may have read or heard about people who have 
had great faith, and thought to ourselves, “Gee, if only 
I could have that kind of faith!" 

There is a story in the Bible about the Apostle Peter 
trying to exercise faith. The problem was, Peter did 
not have enough faith to exercise! Then he made the 
disciples get into the boat and go before him to 
the other side, while he dismissed the crowds. 
And after he had dismissed the crowds, he went 
up on the mountain by himself to pray. When 
evening came, he was there alone, but the boat by 
this time was many furlongs distant from the land, 
beaten by the waves; for the wind was against 
them. And in the fourth watch of the night he came 
to them, walking on the sea. But when the disci¬ 
ples saw him walking on the sea, they were terri¬ 
fied, saying, “It is a ghost!” And they cried out for 
fear. But immediately he spoke to them, saying, 
"Take heart, it is I; have no fear.” And Peter 
answered him, “Lord, if it is you, bid me come to 
you on the water. ” He said, “Come. " So Peter got 
out of the boat and walked on the water and came 
to Jesus; but when he saw the wind, he was 
afraid, and beginning to sink he cried out, “Lord, 
save me.” Jesus immediately reached out his 
hand and caught him, saying to him, “O man of lit¬ 
tle faith, why did you doubt?” And when they got 
into the boat, the wind ceased. And those in the 
boat worshiped him, saying, “Truly you are the 
Son of God.” 

So what went wrong for Peter? He believed that it 
was Jesus walking towards him on the water. Peter 
also believed that if Jesus beckoned him, Peter could 
walk on the water as well. But it turned out that Peter 
could not walk on the water, at least not long enough. 
Some people would say that Peter got distracted by 
the wind and waves. But Jesus indicated that Peter 
was a man of little faith. Obviously, Jesus’ diagnosis 
of what went wrong for Peter is better than other peo¬ 
ple’s. 
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Peter’s problem and our problem may be pretty 
much the same. We have faith, but not quite enough. 
Can we develop faith? Most likely, the answer is yes, 
otherwise Jesus would have told Peter to stay in the 
boat. If we can develop faith, the next question is 
obviously, how? 

Perhaps the most important thing we can do to 
develop faith is to know where it comes from in the 
first place. The faith we need to believe in God, as 
well as to act upon that belief, does not originate with¬ 
in us. It is not something we can acquire simply by 
subscribing to correct doctrine. We obtain the faith we 
need to believe in God, and to act upon that belief, 
from God Himself. Simply stated, God Himself gives 
us the faith we need to believe in Him. 

There are some unfortunate translation errors 
which have appeared in most of the modern transla¬ 
tions of the New Testament. Where the King James 
Version correctly refers to the “faith of Jesus,” most 
modern translations incorrectly put it as “faith in 
Jesus." For example, compare Galatians 2:16 and 
2:20, in the Revised Standard Version and the King 
James Version: 

RSV: [16] a man is not justified by works of the 
law but through faith in Jesus Christ, even we 
have believed in Christ Jesus, in order to be justi¬ 
fied by faith in Christ, and not by works of the law, 
because by works of the law shall no one be justi¬ 
fied. [20] / have been crucified with Christ; it is no 
longer I who live, but Christ who lives in me; and 
the life I now live in the flesh I live by faith in the 
Son of God, who loved me and gave himself for 
me. 

KJV: 16: a man is not justified by the works of 
the law, but by the faith of Jesus Christ, even we 
have believed in Jesus Christ, that we might be 
justified by the faith of Christ, and not by the 
works of the law: for by the works of the law shall 
no flesh be justified. 20:1 am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in 
me: and the life which I now live in the flesh I live 
by the faith of the Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave himself for me. 

The faith we need to believe in Jesus, to have 
power to serve the Lord, as well as the power to 
receive the promises of God, is the faith of Jesus. 
Think of Jesus’ faith as a currency we can spend, 
doing what God wants us to do. Each of us can and 
should pray to be filled with the faith of Jesus Christ. 
Then spend it, but never let it go. Here is a call for 
the endurance of the saints, those who keep the 
commandments of God and the faith of Jesus.

Don’t let the

Dr. Philip Henneman, chairman of Emergency 
Medicine for Baystate Health System, suggests these 
easy to follow, but important, hot weather tips to keep 
you safe and healthy so this summer the heat will not 
beat you. 

* Stay out of direct sunlight and avoid strenuous 
activity. 

* Postpone athletic activity d uring periods of high 
heat and humidity. 

* Wear lightweight, light-colored, loose-fitting cloth¬ 
ing and a hat when outdoors. 

* Drink plenty of liquids - begin drinking before you 
go outside and, if exercising, drink one quart of liquids 
an hour to replace lost fluid 

* Avoid caffeinated beverages and alcohol. 

“The very young and very old are at particularly 
high risk in hot weather because both have the least 
ability to regulate their body temperatures,” 
Henneman said. 

He said warning signs of an oncoming heat-related 
illness include excessive sweating, leg cramps, 
flushed skin, nausea and vomiting, dizziness, 
headache, rapid pulse. 

If these symtoms occur, get out of the heat and 
drink liquids. If you don’t feel better soon, call your 
doctor or visit your local emergency department.

“Fudge’Mng around... 


Did you know you can make a very sumptuous 
fudge sauce with Hershey’s cocoa? This sauce is 
great on ice cream, cakes, cream puffs, or whatever 
you want to be rich and chocolaty. 

I start off with 1/2 C sugar and 1 C water, with a 
pinch of salt. Start to boil on a high heat; now, add a 
1/2 C milk and reduce heat to a med. high. Stir and 
keep a close watch on the mixture. 

When you just reach the soft ball stage, take off the 
heat. Two TB of unsalted butte'r and 1/4 tsp of vanilla 
will round out your sauce. This sauce should come 
out like dark brown velvet. 


The cocoa adds a flavor dimension that true 
chocolate doesn’t have. This sauce can be added to 
1 C unsalted butter and 2 C XXX sugar to make a 
very good frosting. 

Do not call this butter cream; it is not. Real butter 
cream is made from simple syrup that (while still hot) 
has egg yolks introduced and whipped in. Then you 
add butter. The next step is to fold in melted choco¬ 
late. That is real butter cream. 


This fudge sauce is great to make fof a quick sun¬ 
dae or to flavor drinks. Try placing rich vanilla ice 
cream in a goblet; pour a shot of Bailey’s over it, as 
well as a shot of Kahlua. Now, spoon in some of my 
chocolate sauce. Add a healthy dollop of whipped 
cream, and oh baby, you are in for a great sundae! 

This recipe is nothing more than my recipe for 
fudge; I just do not pre-butter the pan, and I do not 
cook it ‘til it turns to fudge. 

Raspberry and chocolate are made for each other, 
so try adding fresh, sweet, red raspberries to the sun¬ 
dae. 


Yes, you can use this sauce to make a wonderful 
chocolate drink. Fill a glass with shaved ice about 2/3 
full. Now, pour in seltzer water. The chocolate should 
be added at the end so that you can make the drink 
as sweet and rich as you like. A touch of light cream 
can make this a slightly lighter drink. (Yes, you are 
allowed to drop a few raspberries in this drink, too.) 

Chocolate so rich, so decadent, and so good. I love 
chocolate, so I say thanks to the Aztec and Mayans

Harriet A. Aspden will 
always remember her 
42 years of teaching

Harriet A. Aspden recently retired from teaching. 
She enjoyed 42 years of dedicated, uninterrupted 
service, teaching grade one at Robinson Park School 
in Agawam for the entire span of her career. 

She attended Westfield State College (then known 
as Westfield State Teacher’s College) and went to 
work the following fall at Robinson Park School. 

Til miss the children. They were always my main 
priority. I will also miss the parents of the students, 
and my colleagues and friends who I had the pleasure 
to work with,” Mrs. Aspden told The Agawam 
Advertiser News, adding, “I never realized I touched 
so many lives and hearts. There are hundreds of 
memories I will cherish forever.” 

Mrs. Aspden likened the feelings of children to a 
clean sheet of paper. “The marks you put on that 
paper can never be erased." 

She believed in a well-organized, structured class¬ 
room where the limits were well-defined. “Being con¬ 
sistent is so vitally important. Firm but fair discipline is 
also important. An environment that fosters mutual 
trust and respect allows children to flourish in the 
warm and happy atmosphere they require,” Mrs. 
Aspden added. 

William Sapelli, recently appointed the new assis¬ 
tant superintendent of schools for curriculum and 
instruction, was Mrs. Aspden's principal from 1990 
until the end of the 2001-2002 school year in June. 
Sapelli gushed in his praise and admiration of her. 

“Mrs. Aspden was the consumate professional. 
She was so organized and was very, very dedicated. 
She was famous for her punctuality and was very 
committed to her kids.” 

Asked if Mrs. Aspen could be described as “old 
school” in her methods, Sapelli laughed, adding, “Her 
values were traditional and ‘old school' should be 
used in only the most complimentary way. It was 
amazing that after all these years, she never lost 
touch with the kids. I had many requests from parents

for her to teach their children because of her style. It 
is unbelievable in this day and age for an educator to 
remain in the same building, the same grade, and vir¬ 
tually the same classroom for 42 years. The Robinson 
Park family will sorely miss her. She is a peach.” 


As much as she will miss her years of teaching, 
Mrs. Aspden is planning to lend her loving personality 
to another special and valuable activity: she is looking 
forward to volunteering at the Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals (MSPCA). 

The tasteful, updated facility at 171 Union Street,

Springfield houses the Rowley Memorial Animal 
Hospital, where pets can be seen by appointment or 
on an emergency basis 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
year; and the animal shelter, where people can go to 
adopt or surrender one for adoption. 

Although they only accept dogs, cats, and small 
animals for adoption, every effort is made to prevent 
creatures from suffering. The staff at the MSPCA shel¬ 
ter relies heavily on volunteers to help walk the dogs 
or give respite to creatures who are spending most of 
their days in a cage, waiting to be adopted. 

Mrs. Aspden is an ideal person to volunteer with 
these creatures because she obviously treasures ani¬ 
mals. Jake, her beloved canine companion, has been 
with her for 11 years. Early in any conversation with 
Mrs. Aspden, she begins to talk about Jake. 

She has owned and given good care to many pets 
in her life and she will bring great comfort to the lucky 
little (and big) critters at the MSPCA who get outside 
for fresh air and a walk. 

Mrs. Aspden also looks forward to playing golf, 
lounging by the pool, working in her garden, and 
spending time with friends. “These are other avenues 
I have not had the chance to pursue until now, in my 
retirement,” she laughed. 

A party in her honor was given at the Delaney 
House on June 14th. “My dear friends and colleagues 
gave me numerous gifts, including a gold bracelet and 
a miniature door of Room 1 at Robinson Park School,” 
she told us. 

Mrs. Aspden is an extremely affectionate person 
who praises any strengths she sees in a person or 
their work. She seems reluctant to give criticism 
unless totally unavoidable. 

When the parent of one of her students happens to 
meet her, a hug seems to be the first order of busi¬ 
ness. 

Because of the care she showed in working with 
children, so very vulnerable in grade one, the marks 
she has left on those “clean sheets of paper” have 
been for the best. 

Selena Machia, 24, a former student of Mrs 
Aspden’s and a 1996 graduate of Agawam High 
School, shared the following reflections on her first- 
grade teacher. While doing some one-on-one work 
with a Robinson Park student, I had the unique oppor¬ 
tunity to observe as an adult the same classroom 
where I had sat as a six-year-old. It made me realize 
exactly why it was that I adored Mrs. Aspden so much 
as a first-grader, and what made her so memorable in 
the years to come. She is truly a quality teacher in all 
senses: She is fair but has high expecations, strict but 
in the best and kindest way, and the love she has for 
children radiates, and explains why her students just 
gravitate to her.’

Equistrides Therapeutic Riding Center is gearing 
up for its fall riding program! Equistrides, founded in 
the spring of 2000, is dedicated to providing the ben¬ 
efits of therapeutic horseback riding to individuals with 
special physical, emotional, and cognitive needs in a 
safe and enjoyable environment.
